Mr,  Chairman,  .'Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Farnharn 
Urban  District  for  the  year  19^2,  which  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with 
the  instructions  of  the  Department,  of  Health  and  Social  Security, 

The  report  makes  satisfactory  reading  as  the  health  of  the 
district  has  remained  good  and  the  population  for  mid  1972  continues  at 
31;850  to  shov;  an  upward  trend,  being  an  increase  of  673  on  1971'’ 

Other  vital  statistics  for  the  District  in  1972  follow  closely 
the  national  trends. 

The  number  of  live  births  was  .fev;er  than  in  1971®  The 
corrected  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  is  1^,2  compared  with  14,8  for 
England  and  Wales, 

There  were  337  deatns  compared  with  383  m 1971®  The  corrected 
death  rate  per  1,000  population  is  9®1  compared  with  .12,1  for  England  and 
V/aleso 


Heart  and  circulatory  diseases  are  still  the  main  cause  of 
deatn,  followed  by  cancer  of  tne  lungs  and  other  malignant  conditions, 

Epidemiclcgy  in  all  its  forms  remains  an  important  aspect  of 
the  v;ork,  and  daily  surveillence  continues.  Food  Poisoning  infections 
occur  at  intervals,  A cons^’ant  watch  must  Vje  kept  for  imported  smallpox 
cases  and  many  persons  arriving  from  smallpox  endemic  areas  abroad  and 
not  in  possession  of  valid  vaccination  certificates,  are  visited  by  the 
Public  Health  staff  on  arrival  in  thxs  district.  Cholera  appeared  in 
England  and  Wales  in  1972,  bur  fortunate.!  y no  case  occurred  in  Farnharn, 

The  care  of  the  elderly  remains  a problem  and  this  department 
is  closely  involved  with  the  Social  WorKers,  other  County  Services,  General 
Practitioners  and  Voluntary  Agencies,  The  aim  is  to  relieve  deterioration 
in  health  and  postpone  eventual,  admission  to  hospital  or  old  people’s  home, 
I cannot  piaise  too  highly  the  excellent  help  given  by  the  Women’s  Royal 
Voluntary  Service  and  the  Red  Cross  in  caring  for  the  elderly  in  Farnharn, 

During  tne  early  part  of  the  year  the  Sewage  Works  Extension 
at  the  Tcvm  Drainage  WorKs  were  officially  opened  by  the  Rt, Hen, Maurice 
MacMillan,  and  agreement  bas  been  reached  with  the  Guildford  Rural  District 
Council  fer  treatment  of  Sewage  from  Seale  emd  The  Sands  at  t.he  Bads.hot  Lea 
Works  in  Farnharn, 
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The  usual  high  standard  of  inspection  and  supervision  of 
housing  and  environmental  conditions  was  maintained  by  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  Mro  Tremaine  Much  extra  work  has  been  achieved, 
particularly  under  the  Housing  Actso 

Work  on  the  new  District  General  Hospital  at  Frimley  continues « 
At  Farnham  Hospital  work  continued  on  the  building  for  the  new  Central 
Sterile  Supplies  Department  and  Area  Laundry  in  the  grounds  of  Farnham 
Hospital o Additional  out-patient  facilities  were  brought  into  use  in 
premises  converted  from  offices « 

In  1972  the  existing  Farnham  Group  Hospital  Management 
Committee  was  amalgamated  with  the  Brookwood  Hospital  Management  Committee 
under  a reconstituted  Farnham  and  Brookwood  Hospital  Management  Committee 
to  manage  an  enlarged  group  containing  both  general  and  psychiatric  beds. 

During  1972  (as  in  1971)  it  was  once  more  foxind  necessary  to 
restrict  the  opening  hours  of  the  Casualty  Department  from  time  to  time  due 
to  the  inability  to  recruit  the  full  establishment  of  Casualty  Officers. 
During  these  closures ^ cover  was  provided  by  the  Cambridge  Military 
Hospital,  Aldershot,  with  assistance  from  the  Royal  Surrey  County 
Hospital,  Guildford,  and  St.  Peter's  Hospital,  Chertsey, 

This  is  the  last  Annual  Report  to  be  published  before  the 
re-organisation  both  of  Local  Government  and  the  National  Health  Service 
which  will  commence  on  1st  April,  197^«  A smooth  and  efficient  transition 
is  vital  so  that  the  public  and  patients  will  continue  to  receive  a high 
standard  of  care,  with  necessary  advantages  in  the  field  of  public  health 
and  the  personal  health  services  in  the  years  ahead. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  help,  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their 
loyalty  and  support.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


The  County  Ambulance  Control  Headquarters  is  at  Banstead  and  the 
service  is  operated  without  regard  to  district  boundaries.  There  is  an 
Ambulance  Station  in  Farnham  and  contact  is  maintained  by  radio.  In  the 
course  of  their  work,  vehicles  from  Farnham  carry  patients  from  neigh- 
bouring areas  and  vehicles  from  Guildford  and  other  stations  serve 
Farnham  from  time  to  time.  The  figures  for  the  Farnham  Station, where 
there  are  four  ambulances  and  one  sitting  case  vehicle,  are  as  follows

HOSPITAL  CAR  SERVICE 


This  service,  which  is  in  practice  controlled  from  the  area  head- 
quarters in  Guildford,  plays  a valuable  part  in  ensuring  that  many  patients 
who  are  ambulent  but  not  physically  capable  of  getting  to  outpatient 
departments,  day  centres  etc.,  by  public  transport,  do  get  to  hospital  for 
the  treatment  they  need.  There  are  usually  about  10  drivers  in  the  Farnham 
area  who  are  willing  to  assist  in  this  work. 


HOME  NURSING  AND  HEALTH  VISITORS 


The  two  part-time  Midwives  covering  the  Farnham  area  are  largely- 
engaged  with  the  post-natal  care  of  mothers  after  discharge  from  hospital. 

All  the  seven  District  Nurses  are  attached  to  doctors’  Group 
Practices,  and  there  are  part-time  nurses  available  also  to  undertake  relief 
duties  and  do  special  work  in  the  Farnham  area  when  required. 

The  seven  Health  Visitors  serving  the  Farnham  area  are  attached  to 
either  Group  practices  or  individual  general  practitioners  whose  patients  they 
deal  with,  and  they  also  attend  the  appropriate  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 

Amongst  other  duties  are  the  visiting  of  young  mothers,  new  babies,  schools 
and  nurseries,  and  they  do  much  general  health  education.  One  aspect  of 
their  work  which  increases  with  the  years  is  the  visiting  of  elderly 
patients. 


HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

This  Service  in  Farnham  is  controlled  from  the  Area  Social  Services 
at  Arlington  House,  Guildford,  with  a sub-office  at  Brightwells  Health  Centre 
in  Farnham  itself.  The  Home  Help  Organiser  is  available  at  the  latter  on 
Wednesday  mornings  from  10,aomo  to  12  noon. 

During  1972 9 25  Home  Helps  and  9 Neighbour  Helps  worked  in  the 
Farnham  Urban  District, 


CHIROPODY  SERVICE 

This  service  for  expectant  mothers,  handicapped  persons  and  the 
elderly,  which  includes  domiciliary  treatment,  is  administered  by  the  County 
Council, 


MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE 

This  District  is  fortunate  in  that  a Mobile  Mass  Radiography  Unit  is 
still  available  in  Surrey,  It  attends  at  the  Central  Car  Park  each  Wednesday 
morning  from  10,15  =■  11,00  a.m,  primarily  to  examine  patients  referred  by 
doctors  but  members  of  the  general  public  are  also  examined  if  time  permits. 
During  1972,  ^80  persons  were  examined  following  reference  by  general 
practitioners,  plus  l,l63  made  up  of  number  x-rayed,  public  or  employees 
at  some  of  the  larger  industrial  concerns. 

Doctor’s  referrals  reveal.ed  one  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
(a  male)  and  four  cases  of  lung  cancer  (3  male  and  1 female).  ’Open'  visits 
by  members  of  the  general  public  resulted  in  the  discovery  of  one  case  of 
lung  cancer  in  a male,  who  was  referred  to  his  own  medical  attendant.

CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY 


The  Cervical  Cytology  Clinic  at  the  Farnham  Health  Centre 
continues  satisfactorily.  In  1972,  3^9  patients  were  seen,  of  which 
118  were  recalls  and  231  were  new  patients.  As  is  usual,  a number  of 
patients  were  referred  to  their  General  Practitioners  for  further 
investigation  or  treatment. 

Smears  are  examined  at  the  Farnham  Hospital  Group  Laboratory, 
and  are  accepted  from  the  Cervical  Cytology  Clinic,  General  Practitioners, 
Consultant  Gynaecologists  and  Family  Planning  Clinics. 

A mammogram  service  is  available  at  the  Royal  Surrey  County 
Hospital  in  Guildford,  and  many  patients  are  referred  there  by  their 
General  Practitioners. 


ASSISTED  BURIALS; 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  19^8,  Sec. 50. 

Under  this  section,  the  local  authority  is  responsible  for  the 
burial  or  cremation  of  the  body  of  any  person  who  has  died  in  the  district

Meals  on  Wheels 


This  service  delivers  meals  to  old  people  and  to  housebounds  or 
invalids  at  a cost  of  lOp  or  15po  Meals  on  wheels  are  delivered  five  days  a 
week  Monday  to  Friday.  Number  of  meals  sent  out  in  1972  was  18,2^7,  an 
increase  of  ^,779  on  the  1971  figure. 


Books  on  ViHieels 


This  additional  service  started  in  1972,  and  is  proving  very 
popular  v/ith  the  elderly.  Books  are  taken  round  once  a week.  The  County 
Library  supplies  the  books,  and  changes  them  regularly. 


International  Club 


This  is  run  by  W.R.V.S.  members  for  men  and  women  students  of 
all  nationalities.  It  is  open  every  Thursday  from  7 to  I0.15,p.m, 
Games,  refreshments  and  summer  expeditions  are  organised. 
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Baby  Sitting 


This  very  useful  service  is  organised  by  the  W.R.V.S,  to  whom 
application  for  enrolment,  either  as  a sitter  or  parent,  should  be  made. 
In  the  interests  of  both  parents  and  sitters,  references  are  taken  up 
for  both  parties.  The  charge  is  25p  an  hour  and  30p  after  ll.p.m. 
Reasonable  notice  is  required  as  many  sitters  are  not  on  the  telephone. 


Night  Attendance  Scheme 

This  is  organised  by  the  W.R.V.S,  and  provides  reliable  attendants 
(not  trained  niorses)  to  sit  up  at  night  with  patients  whose  families  cannot 
look  after  them  night  and  day.  There  is  a charge  which  can  be  subsidised 
if  necessary# 


Hospital  Canteer.c 

This  canteen,  situated  in  the  Outpatients  Department  of  Farnham 
Hospital,  is  staffed  by  the  W.R.V.S.  It  provides  refreshments  for  patients, 
staff  and  visitors.  It  is  open  from  10  a.m,  to  12  mid-day  and  2-4  p,m« 
every  day  (Monday  to  Friday)  and  also  on  occasional  Saturdays,  Any  profits 
go  back  to  the  hospital  in  the  form  of  gifts. 


Trolley  Shop 

The  W.R.V.S,  operates  a Trolley  Shop  at  St.  James’  and  Cobgates, 
The  Hart,  for  the  Aged  every  Monday.  The  shop  at  St.  James’  is  open  in 
the  afternoon  and  the  one  at  Cobgates  in  the  morning.  Sweets,  sugar, 
biscuits,  notepaper  and  other  small  requirements  are  available  and  the 
shop  is  much  appreciated.  Any  profit  after  expenses  have  been  deducted 
goes  back  to  the  respective  Home. 


Library

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Clothing 


The  V/.R.V.S.  are  alv/ays  grateful  for  clothing,  linen  etc.,  in  good 
condition.  This  is  processed  and  distributed  to  those  in  need  on  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  afternoons  between  2.15  and  4,15  p.m.  at  the  W.R.V.S.  Office, 
Brightv/ells . Clothing  can  only  be  given  to  people  presenting  an  authorisation 
from  some  responsible  person,  he.  Hospital  Medical  Social  Worker,  Doctor, 
Probation  Officer,  Welfare  Worker,  Health  Visitor  etc.  Surplus  clothing  goes 
to  County  or  Headquarters  Stores  and  is  sent  abroad  at  the  request  of  the 
International  Red  Cross  to  any  disaster  area. 


Visiting 


Old  people  are  visited  in  their  homes  by  a team  of  V/.R.V.S.  members. 
This  team  will  do  shopping  or  help  in  any  way  possible  such  as  solving  family 
problems  and  seeing  to  their  general  welfare. 


Gostrey  Club 

The  Gostrey  Club  is  a limcheon  club  for  the  over  60's.  It  is  held  in 
the  V/.R.V.S . Centre,  This  is  a bright  and  svinny  room,  one  third  of  this  can 
be  shut  off  by  folding  doors  to  form  a separate  sitting  room  if  required.  A 
chiropody  room  opens  off  this,  where  members  can  have  both  feet  treated  for 
25p»  The  free  lending  library  is  at  one  end  of  the  sitting  room.  The  Old 
People’s  Welfare  Minibus  is  used  to  transport  members  to  the  Club  on  Tuesdays 
and  Fridays. 

Number  of  meals  served  in  the  Club  in  1972  v/as  10,058,  an  increase  of 
874  on  the  1971  figure. 


Old  People's  Holidays 

Holidays  for  the  elderly  are  arranged  at  seaside  resorts  in  the  off- 
peak  periods  of  May  and  September,  when  landladies  v;ill  take  Old  Age  Pensioners 
at  cheap  rates. 


Children’s  Holidays 

Holidays  are  arranged  in  the  July-August  period  for  children  of  very 
poor  families  to  stay  with  people  in  Farnham.  W.R.V.S, find  hostesses  willing 
to  have  children  for  a v;eek  or  fortnight  and  arranges  the  holidays,  providing 
transport  to  and  from  stations  etc.  Farnham  sometimes  gets  children  from 
London  and  very  often  the  slums  of  Brighton,  Farnham  is  normally  a "receiving 
centre’’  but  we  have  on  occasion  sent  children  away  to  the  sea  from  Farnham  when 
perhaps  there  are  family  reasons  for  this. 
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Farnham  Hospital  Voluntary  Workers 


A team  of  workers  is  attached  to  certain  wards  and  do  any 
non-nursing  jobs  that  the  Sister  requires » This  takes  place  between  9oa.m, 
and  11  a. mo  A small  trolley  service  is  taken  round  the  wards  two  days  a 
week  when  the  Red  Cross  trolley  is  not  available,, 


Day  Care  Centre 

An  extension  of  the  Farnham  Hospital  Day  Centre  has  started 
as  a result  of  co-operation  between  WoR.V.S,,  the  Old  People's  Welfare 
Committee  and  the  Hospital o Once  a week,  on  a Wednesday,  patients  who  have 
finished  attending  the  Hospital  Day  Centre,  but  who  still  need  help,  are 
attending  the  Gostrey  Club  for 'lunch,  with  an  Occupational  Therapy  session 
in  the  afternoon. 

Gostrey  Club  members  may  join  in  the  afternoon  class,  and  so 
far  the  venture  is  proving  a great  success.  The  Old  People's  Welfare 
Committee  have  arranged  for  a ramp  to  the  first  door,  and  grab-rails  in 
the  cloakrooms;  these  are  appreciated  by  Club  members  as  well  as  the 
Day  Centre. 
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BRITISH  RED  CROSS  SOCIETY 


The  Farnham  Division  of  the  British  Red  Cross  continued  its 
valuable  work  in  1972  on  similar  lines  to  previous  years. 

First  Aid 


Assistance  was  again  given  at  seven  temporary  First  Aid  Posts. 


Nursing 


No  nursing  help  was  given  by  V.A.D’s  in  local  hospitals  this  year, but 
bathing  has  been  done  in  private  homes  and  at  Woodlarks  Camp, 


Welfare 


The  Welfare  Officer  had  to  resign  in  1972  on  leaving  the  area,  and 
unfortunately  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  find  a replacement.  The  two 
Red  Cross  Clubs  continue  their  activities  as  usual.  Medical  Loans  are  still 
much  utilised,  although  there  were  slightly  less  demands  this  year. 

The  Trolley  Shop  still  operates  at  Farnham  Hospital  on  Tuesdays  and 
Fridays  and  at  Green  Lane  on  Wednesday,  The  annual  turnover  exceeds  £1,000 
which  is  an  indication  of  the  popularity  of  this  service. 

There  was  an  increase  of  in  the  use  of  the  library  service  this 
year,  the  number  of  books  issued  being  2,7^5  compared  with  2,235  in  1971* 


Training 

The  1971/1972  Nursing  Course  was  completed  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  a First  Aid  Course  was  commenced. 
Some  of  the  V.A.D's  have  helped  with  the  training  of  the  cadets. 

Youth  and  Juniors 

There  are  about  a dozen  cadets,  who  during  the  year  had  First  Aid 
and  Mothercraft  lectures.  Unhappily,  as  they  become  rather  older,  their 
attentions  are  diverted  elsewhere  because  of  school  studies  and  other 
interests. 


Fiind  Raising 

The  Flag  Day  this  year  was  very  successful,  £867  being  raised.  In 
addition ,£160  was  raised  by  two  Jumble  Sales  and  £70  from  the  sale  of 
Christmas  Cards. 
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FARNHAI-i  OLD  PEOPLE’S  IVELFARE  COMMITTEE  REPORT  1972/73 


OFFICE 


We  have  had  over  500  enquiries  since  our  last  Report,  the  most 
this  office  has  ever  had  to  deal  witho  These  covered  a wide  range  from 
the  need  for  accommodation,  help  with  shopping,  collection  of  pensions, 
concessionary  travel  tickets,  requests  for  Visitors  and  offers  of 
clothing,  furniture  etCo 

In  July  we  took  many  residents  from  Cobgates  and  Sto  James  on  a 
coach  trip  to  Southsea®  We  included  a number  of  wheelchair  patients  as 
their  outings  seem  to  be  less  frequent. 

During  November  we  received  help  from  The  Surrey  Commimity 
Development  Trust.  A group  of  older  pupils,  sponsored  by  their  parents, 
chopped  wood,  tidied  gardens  and  fitted  door  chains.  In  December  the 
Farnham  Grammar  School  Scout  Troop  chopped,  bagged  and  delivered  fire- 
wood to  many  old  people  in  Farnham.  We  have  quite  a number  who  rely 
on  being  supplied  with  firewood. 

Our  stall  at  the  Hedgehogs  Christmas  Market  raised  approximately 
£3^0 00,  In  December  we  sent  out  Christmas  cards  and  in  24  of  these  we 
included  50po  pieces  to  those  we  knew  it  would  help. 

We  moved  from  23,  East  Street,  to  the  Council  Committee  Room 
Offices,  in  December.  We  suffered  a slight  setback  at  first  but  by 
advertising  in  the  local  press,  soon  made  known  v/here  we  were  to  be 
found. 


Thanks  to  the  practical  help  from  the  Women's  Royal  Voluntary 
Service,  individuals  and  other  organisations,  we  were  able  to  completely 
furnish  one  bedroom,  living  room  flat  for  an  old  age  pensioner. 

During  the  recent  gas  crisis  we  were  in  touch  with  various 
organisations  in  the  town  and  had  prepared  lists  of  helpers  who  were 
willing  to  immediately  visit  the  homes  of  the  elderly,  who  might  be  at 
risk.  Thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  the  Housing  Department  (Council 
and  Private  Sector)  and  the  Social  Services,  we  now  have  a very 
comprehensive  list  of  all  elderly  people  in  Farnham. 


DOOR  CHAINS 


60  were  fitted. 


REST  TENT 


The  Hest  Tent  was  again  in  use  during  the  Town  Show.  This  was 
organised  and  staffed  by  the  Hedgehogs.  The  Mini-bus  was  granted  a parking 
space  in  Castle  Street,  and  was  available  Saturday,  Sunday  and  Monday , taking 
elderly  people  to  and  from  the  show. 


MINI-BUS 


We  have  a part-time  paid  driver,  and  much  greater  use  is  being  made  of 
this  vehicle.  We  regularly  bring  people  into  Farnham  for  shopping.  Twice  a 
month  we  are  able  to  assist  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  by  collecting  wheel- 
chair patients.  The  Mini-bus  has  recently  been  adapted  to  take  the  largest 
size  of  wheelchair.  Meanwhile  it  is  still  used  twice  v/eekly  by  the  Gostrey 
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MINI-BUS  contd: 


Club  and  is  regularly  used  by  the  Darby  & Joan  Clubs.  Soon  we  also  will 
be  taking  elderly  people  from  Farnham  to  visit  relatives  in  Botleys  Park 
Hospital. 


VISITING  SCHEME 


The  Friendly  Visiting  Service  has  grown  into  a very  varied  and  wide 
reaching  service.  There  are  over  70  clients  names  on  the  Visiting  List,  not 
all  are  visited  weekly,  but  all  are  under  the  Visitors  careful  watch.  We 
have  56  Visitors  and  more  are  required.  The  needs  of  clients  are  many  and 
differ  in  most  cases.  Tasks  undertaken  visiting  the  lonely,  shopping, 
supplying  sheets,  blankets  etc.,  where  necessary,  also  firewood.  One  thing 
common  to  all,  regardless  of  the  request,  is  the  obvious  pleasure  that  there 
is  someone  interested,  willing  to  list  and  help  if  possible. 


DAY  CAPE 


This  is  a Service  that  calls  for  more  than  a voluntary  worker  could 
be  expected  to  do.  The  Visitor  receives  a small  remuneration  to  help  cover 
the  cost  of  fares  and  time  spent  visiting.  Six  clients  come  under  this 
heading,  some  are  visited  twice  daily  and  light  meals  prepared.  The  money 
for  this  is  reimbursed  by  Surrey  Association  for  the  Elderly,  for  the 
Surrey  County  Council,  Unfortunately  it  is  very  difficult  to  find  Visitors 
willing  to  undertake  this  more  exacting  work. 


DAY  CARE  CENTRE 


This  v;as  started  at  the  Gostrey  Club  in  February,  and  is  held  every 
Wednesday  by  courtesy  of  the  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service.  Eight  suitable 
chairs  were  ptirchased,  ramp  to  the  Club  entrance,  hand  rails  in  the  toilets 
were  fitted.  Six  patients  are  brought  by  mini-bus  to  the  Centre,  We  are 
fortunate  in  having  the  services  of  an  occupational  therapist  and  soon  hope 
to  have  a trained  nurse  in  attendance.  These  patients  are  sent  to  us  by 
Farnham  Hospital.  At  the  moment  we  are  only  accepting  patients  from  the 
hospital  but  hope  to  be  in  a position  to  review  this  in  about  six  months 
time. 


CHIROPODY 

We  now  have  the  services  of  a chiropodist  once  in  every  six  weeks. 

At  the  moment  she  is  looking  after  the  Day  Care  Centre  patients  but  we  hope 
to  be  able  to  extend  this  service  to  others. 
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MARRIAGE  GUIDANCE  COUNCI 


Facilities  for  advice  on  marital  problems  are  provided  by 
the  Guildford  & District  Marriage  Guidance  Council.  A skilled  councillor 
is  available,  by  appointment,  at  the  interviewing  rooms  at  No. 3 Victoria 
Road,  Farnham,  but  requests  should  be  made  in  the  first  instance  either 
by  telephone  to  Guildford  6623^  or  by  letter  to  the  branch's  office  at 
40A,  Castle  Street,  Guildford, 

Interviews  can  be  arranged  for  mornings  or  evenings  as 
convenient.  One  of  a couple  can  attend,  or  couples  can  be  seen  together.

FAMILY  PLANNING  ASSOCIATION 

A Family  Planning  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Farnham  Hospital  every 
Wednesday  evening  from  6,30  p«m.  and  at  the  Farnham  Health  Centre  every 
Monday  at  9»30,a,m,  ~ 12  noon  (by  appointment).  Specially  qualified  doctors 
and  nurses  give  advice  on  birth  control, 

332  patients  visited  the  Farnham  centres  during  the  year  for  the 
first  time,  2327  visits  were  made  for  advice  on  birth  control. 

Patients  are  referred  by  family  doctors,  local  authorities,  hospitals 
etc,,  and  many  visits  are  made  on  the  patients  own  initiative.  Engaged 
couples  and  single  persons  are  given  advice  as  well  as  married  couples. 

Where  a reference  is  m.ade  on  medical  grounds,  advice  and  treatment 
may  be  free,  otherwise  a small  charge  is  made. 

Appointments  can  be  made  by  telephoning  Farnham  21502, 
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FARNHAM  CARE  COMMITTEE  FOR  CHEST  AND  HEART  DISEASES 


This  very  active  Committee  continued  to  give  substantial  support 
to  those  patients  suffering  from  heart  and  chest  disease  in  the  Farnham 
area* 


Christmas  gifts  were  distributed  to  all  those  on  the  Committee's 
list.  Throughout  the  year  several  people  received  help  to  pay  for  milk 
and  extra  nourishment.  Others  benefited  from  assistance  towards  heating, 
fuel  and  additional  comforts.  The  essential  bus  service  for  visitors  to 
Milford  Chest  Hospital  was  again  supported  financially.  The  League  of 
Friends  of  Faraham  Hospital  gave  £30  towards  this. 

Mrs.  Sidney  Smith  continued  as  Chairman  during  an  active  year 
of  fund  raising.  The  result  of  the  flag  day  and  Mailings  stall  added 
appreciably  to  Committee  funds.  A generous  gift  of  £95  was  given  by  the 
Hedgehogs,  raised  by  a sponsored  swim.  The  l8+  Group  again  arranged  a 
successful  outing  for  chest  and  heart  sufferers  and  also  had  a stall  at 
the  Mailings  Market  to  raise  money  to  purchase  another  portable  oxygen 
cylinder.  The  first  of  those  paid  for  by  the  l8+  Group  has  given 
considerable  benefit  to  patients.  The  Ladies  Club  gave  a £5  gift  and 
many  private  individuals  gave  donations.  The  Dempster  Trust  gave  a 
considerable  donation. 

A large  proportion  of  the  Committee's  funds  goes  towards  main- 
taining the  bus  service  to  Milford  Hospital.  This  service  is  used  mainly 
by  older  people  and  those  without  their  own  cars.  It  is  a long  walk  from 
Milford  Station  to  the  hospital  even  when  people  are  able  to  go  by  train. 
Many  patients  are  deprived  of  the  essential  contact  with  their  family  or 
friends  at  a time  when  they  most  need  it.  This  bus  service  which  the 
Committee  supports  is  often  the  only  link  between  some  patients  and 
relatives  and  is  therefore  worthy  of  continued  support  even  though  the 
cost  increases  yearly. 

The  Committee  hopes  in  the  future  to  get  more  of  the  housebound 
patients  out  for  drives,  particularly  in  the  warm  sunny  weather  and 
volunteer  drivers  are  always  welcome. 

The  Committee  is  always  glad  to  hear  of  those  suffering  from 
any  condition  of  the  chest  and  heart  who  would  care  to  be  in  touch  with 
them.  Family  doctors,  Social  Workers  and  friends  may  contact  the 
Chairman,  Mrs. Sidney  Smith  at  20,  Castle  Street,  Famham,  Surrey  - 
telephone  Farnham  6033  should  they  know  of  anyone  in  need  of  their 
services. 
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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  & OTHER  DISEASES 


Green  Lane  Hospital,  Farnham,  is  the  infectious  disease  hospital 
for  this  area  but  also  admits  patients  from  other  districts.  It  was  not 
necessary  to  make  extensive  use  of  infectious  disease  beds  during  the  year. 


Incidence  of  Notified  Infectious  Disease 


Close  exchange  of  information  between  practitioners  and  the  Public 
Health  Department  is  sugmented  by  the  circulation  of  a weekly  return  to  all 
doctors  practising  in  the  area,  and  others  concerned,  of  cases  coming  to 
the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  the  period;  information 
on  matters  of  special  interest  is  also  passed  in  this  way* 
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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


Primary  causes  of  Diptheria,  Tetanus,  Whooping  Cough  and 
Polio  are  offered  at  all  Coimty  Coimcils  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  as 
well  as  by  family  doctors » 

Smallpox  is  not  now  offered  as  a routine  procedure  but  any 
child  may  be  vaccinated  if  the  parents  so  wisho  It  is  still  necessary 
to  be  vaccinated  if  travelling  to  and  from  a country  where  smallpox  is

MEASLES 

The  result  of  the  measles  immimisation  programme  over  the 
covintry  as  a whole  has  reduced  the  number  of  cases « Children  who  are 
immunised  against  measles  are  protected  from  the  risk  of  the  complications 
of  that  disease  which  is  particularly  inclined  to  occur  in  the  first  year 
of  school  lifeo  If  all  this  age  group  are  protected  they  would  not  require 
treatment  for  the  complications  which  may  still  cause  permanent  damage  to 
ears  or  eyes® 

The  programme  of  measles  immunisation  could  be  better  supported 
in  this  area  as  the  figured  suggest  a proportionately  higher  number  of 
cases  than  elsewhere » 


SCHOOL  DENTAL  SERVICE 

School  Dental  treatment  is  offered  by  the  County  Council. 
Conservation  of  teeth  in  an  age  when  there  is  an  excessive  consumption 
of  sweets  and  sticky  foods,  is  of  greater  importance  than  ever.  Routine 
examination  of  school  children  is  carried  out  by  the  Coimty  Council 
dentist  at  regular  intervals  at  their  school.  Any  child  is  entitled  to 
free  dental  service  through  the  County  Coimcil  and  an  appointment  may  be 
made  at  Farnham  Health  Centre.  Orthodentic  treatment  and  appliances  are 
also  prepared  by  the  Dental  Officer  at  the  same  clinic  so  that  no  child 
needs  to  go  through  life  with  ugly  dental  irregularities. 


SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICES. 


The  health  of  the  school  child  continues  to  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  Coimty  Council  through  the  Education  Committee.  Routine  medical  and 
vision  tests,  examination  of  head  and  feet  is  required  and  undertaken  by 
County  Council  staff.  Parents  are  always  invited  to  attend  medical 
inspections  and  encouraged  to  discuss  any  problems  with  the  doctor. 

Routine  audiology  tests  are  carried  out  on  three  occasions  during  a 
Childs  school  life.  Any  defects  are  followed  up,  first  by  the  School 
Medical.  Officer  who  may  then  refer  the  child  to  their  own  doctor  if  he 
thinks  it  necessary. 

Special  educational  facilities  for  physical  and  mental  disabilities 
are  offered  by  Surrey  County  Council.  For  those  who  are  blind,  deaf  or  have 
partial  sight  and/or  partial  hearing,  there  are  also  special  schools  and 
special  facilities  to  enable  children  to  live  as  normal  a life  as  possible 
in  spite  of  their  handicaps. 
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TUBERCULOSIS

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CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT  FOR  1972 


ON  ENVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE 


HOUSING 


General 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  responsible  for  ensuring  that  houses 
are  fit  for  occupation  within  the  limits  of  existing  Housing  and  Public 
Health  legislation o In  order  to  achieve  this  they  are  concerned  with 
the  carrying  out  of  any  necessary  repairs  and  the  improvement  of 
houses  o 

Housing  Repairs 

The  majority  of  complaints  received  in  connection  with  housing  defects 
are  dealt  with  on  an  informal  basis,  in  fact  a number  of  the  less 
serious  complaints  are  often  resolved  following  talks  with  the  owner 
concerned o Repairs  to  27  houses  were  undertaken  following  the  service 
of  informal  notices. 

Improvement  Grants 

The  total  number  of  Improvement  Grant  Applications  approved  during  1972 
was  7^  ~ this  shows  a slight  decrease  on  the  1971  figure  of  87.  Out  of 
the  7^  applications  approved,  59  were  in  respect  of  discretionary  grants, 
the  remaining  15  being  standard  grant  applications. 

The  total  amount  of  grant  money  approved  for  payment  was  approximately 

£39,500. 

At  the  end  of  March  the  Council  staged  for  two  weeks  an  Improvement 
Grant  Exhibition  at  Nos.  7 and  9 Babbs  Mead,  number  7 being  an  un- 
improved property  and  number  9 being  an  identical  type  of  property  but 
modernised  by  the  Council,  the  work  attracting  an  improvement  grant 
from  the  Department  of  the  Environment. 

The  Exhibition  was  well  attended  and  stimulated  interest  in  the 
Improvement  Grant  Scheme,  there  being  a number  of  follow-up 
enquiries. 

Qualification  Certificates 

There  have  been  9 applications  for  Qualification  Certificates  in  respect 
of  properties  already  complying  with  the  necessary  standard  prior  to  the 
introduction  of  the  Housing  Act  1969  and  in  each  case,  a Qualification 
Certificate  was  issued.  This  compares  with  8 issued  during  1971* 

There  has  also  been  3 combined  applications  for  Improvement  Grants 
and  Provisional  Qualification  Certificates  and  these  have  all  been 
approved.  This  is  one  more  than  was  issued  in  the  previous  year. 

Rent  Act  1957 

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received  during  the 
year  under  review. 
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Unfit  Houses 


An  undertaking  not  to  re-let  was  accepted  in  respect  of  a vacant 
propertyo  A similar  undertaking  made  in  1970  in  respect  of  another 
property  was  rescinded  following  the  completion  of  a re-conditioning 
scheme . 

It  is  the  Council's  policy  wherever  possible  to  encourage  the  re- 
conditioning of  the  older  type  of  cottage  property  as  opposed  to 
demolition. 


Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

At  present  this  is  not  a serious  problem  in  Farnham  but  the  matter 
requires  constant  review.  Generally  speaking,  this  type  of 
accommodation  is  not  satisfactory  when  occupied  by  families. 

It  was  necessary  to  take  informal  action  in  certain  cases  and  in 
respect  of  3 properties  statutory  notices  were  served  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  I96I  to  improve  the  means  of  escape 
in  case  of  fire.  Two  of  these  notices  together  with  two  statutory 
notices  served  in  1971  were  complied  with.  The  owners  of  the 
remaining  property  subject  to  a statutory  notice  are  seeking 
vacant  possession. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


In  all  the  conveniences,  wash  basins  are  fitted  and  at  the  Central 
Car  Park  wash  and  brush  up  facilities  are  provided. 

Since  the  introduction  of  decimal  coinage  no  charge  has  been  made 
for  the  use  of  the  conveniences. 

During  1972  the  construction  of  an  extension  at  the  rear  of  the 
existing  public  conveniences  in  the  Central  Car  Park  was  commenced  in 
order  to  provide  a convenience  for  disabled  persons. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  maintain  the  conveniences  to  a good  standard 
which  the  public  quite  rightly  expect,  but  it  is  disheartening  to  the 
staff  responsible  when  a small  minority  of  people  still  persist  in 
damaging  fittings  and  spoiling  decoration. 
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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  I963 


There  are  still  a number  of  employers  v/ho  do  not  appear  to  be 
aware  of  the  necessity  of  registration  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
and  registration  is  often  only  obtained  through  the  vigilance  of  your 
Inspectors, 


The  administration  of  this  Act  continues  to  run  smoothly  and 
no  great  difficulties  have  arisen  during  1972, 

The  total  number  of  premises  registered  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  396  which  shows  an  increase  of  12  on  last  years  figure.

SWIMMING  POOLS 


Routine  samples  of  swimming  bath  waters  were  taken  from  the 
Council's  two  swimming  baths,  Woodlarks  Camp  Site  and  at  school  swimming 
baths  in  the  area® 

A total  of  3^  samples  were  collected  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination o In  5 cases  the  results  were  found  to  be  slightly  below  the 
recommended  standard  and  in  each  case,  advice  was  given  on  methods  of 
treatment e In  addition  to  obtaining  samples,  46  visits  were  made  to  the 
swimming  pools  mentioned  above  to  ascertain  the  chlorine  content  and  pH 
value  of  the  water. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1931 

Three  premises  were  licensed  as  pet  shops.  The  premises  were  kept 
under  supervision  and  no  difficulties  were  experienced. 


ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  I963 

Two  premises  were  registered  xmder  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 
Routine  inspections  have  been  made  and  conditions  fovaid  to  be  satisfactory. 


RIDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACTS  1964  & 197O 

This  Act  requires  that  all  riding  establishments  shall  be  licensed 
with  the  local  authority  and  regulates  the  conditions  under  which  horses 
shall  be  kept  at  such  premises.

(b)  Wasps

(c)  Other  Pests 

The  Department  is  called  upon  to  give  advice  on  a number  of 
household  pests.  During  the  year,  at  the  request  of  the  occupiers, 

27  premises  were  treated  on  a rechargeable  basis  for  the  extermination 
of  ants,  beetles,  cockroaches  and  fleas. 
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NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  I960 


During  the  year  31  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  complaints 
of  noise  nuisance.  The  majority  of  these  visits  were  in  connection  with 
complaints  received  concerning  noise  emanating  from  industrial  premises 
and  these  were  dealt  with  on  an  informal  basis. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  public  water  supply  in  the  area  is  provided  by  the  Mid-Southern 
Water  Company,  who  submit  routine  samples  for  examination.  Chemical  analysis 
is  carried  out  quarterly  and  bacteriological  samples  are  examined  weekly. 

The  results  of  these  checks  continued  to  be  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 
In  addition,  Health  Inspectors  obtained  two  samples  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  two  samples  for  chemical  examination,  all  of  which  proved 
satisfactory. 

The  floride  content  of  the  water  supply  is  low  (less  than  0,1  part 
per  million)  and  there  has  been  no  evidence  of  any  plumb o-solvent  action. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  Sc  Surveyor  who 
has  kindly  submitted  the  following  details 

(a)  Household  refuse; 

Considering  the  collection  of  refuse  in  the  more  densely  developed 
areas  of  the  Urban  District  and  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  packaging 
material  in  household  refuse,  together  with  the  increasing  use  of  paper 
sack  receptacles,  two  new  refuse  vehicles  which  incorporate  consolidation 
mechanism  have  been  purchased.  One  vehicle  has  been  operating  since  early 
December  and  the  results  in  relation  to  greater  pay  load  and  reduction  of 
journeys  to  tip  are  most  encouraging. 

(b)  Refuse  disposal; 

The  option  to  purchase  the  Weydon  Lane  tip  has  now  been  taken  up 
and  the  Council  own  the  land.  An  area  of  3 acres  has  been  filled  and 
levelled  in  preparation  for  recreational  use. 

In  common  v/ith  other  refuse  tips  it  would  appear  that  such  areas 
have  become  established  habitats  for  seagulls  at  certain  times  of  the 
year;  other  than  this  continuing  problem  there  have  been  no  others 
during  1972, 

(c)  Civic  Amenity  Act 

Since  the  levelling  of  the  recreational  area  it  has  been  possible 
to  establish  a larger  dump  for  the  use  of  residents  and  this  is  well 
used.  This  fact  is  most  encouraging  and  must  in  no  small  v/ay  discourage 
dumping  in  out-of-the-way  places. 


SEVffiRAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


I am  indebted  to  Mr,  N,P.  Youlden  the  CounciJ.'s  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  for  supplying  the  following  details 

As  in  1971?  this  year  is  notable  for  the  completion  of  a number 
of  major  public  health  engineering  contracts.  The  sludge-pressing  plant 
which  is  complementary  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  has  been  completed  and  is 
operational,  thus  the  sewage  disposal  problems  of  the  past  should  not  manifest 
themselves  for  a considerable  number  of  years, 

A number  of  lesser  works  have  also  been  completed,  the  most  notable 
being  the  sewer  extensions  at  Lickfolds  Road  and  Frensham  Vale, 

Surface  water  drainage  has  also  figured  in  the  years  programme  of 
works,  and  the  Bourne  Mill  surface  water  scheme  is  well  advanced  and 
progressing  towards  completion. 


SURREY  COUNTY  COUNCIL  ACT,  1931 

During  the  year  renewal  of  four  consents  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  were  issued  in  respect  of  tipping  at  disused  sandpits  in  the  area. 
Three  were  limited  to  the  tipping  of  excavated  material,  builder's  rubbish  etc, 
and  one  was  extended  to  include  household  refuse  and  industrial  wastes  subject 
to  satisfactory  conditions  being  maintained. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES 


The  visits  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  food  premises  is 
most  important  as  constant  changes  are  taking  place  in  regard  to  premises  and 
employees.  It  gives  the  opportunity  of  discussing  with  food  traders  their  own 
particular  problems. 

There  is  probably  more  legislation  relating  to  food  and  drink  than 
any  other  subject  and  with  the  constant  changes  taking  place  in  the  food 
industry,  procedure  and  techniques  have  to  be  constantly  reviev/ed. 

More  use  is  being  made  of  refrigerated  display  cases  and  deep 
freeze  storage  cabinets;  it  is  most  important  that  the  temperature  control 
of  this  equipment  is  properly  maintained.  Care  should  also  be  observed  to 
see  that  they  are  properly  sited  and  are  not  overloaded. 

Shopkeepers  and  their  staff  are  constantly  being  advised  on  the 
importance  of  strict  stock  rotation,  especially  v;hen  handling  perishable 
foods. 


During  the  year  621  visits  were  made  to  food  shops,  cafes, 
canteens,  bakeries,  warehouses,  licenced  premises  etc.  In  instances  where 
contraventions  of  the  various  Acts  and  Regulations  were  found,  these  were 
dealt  with  by  means  of  verbal  or  written  informal  notices. 

In  addition  to  these  visits  a number  of  food  samples  were 
obtained,  details  of  v/hich  are  set  out  later  in  the  report.

MILK  SUPPLY 


The  special  designatiors  under  which  milk  is  now  sold  comprise 
"Pasteurised",  "Sterilised",  "Ultra  Heat  Treated"  and  "Untreated" o At  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  in  existence  48  Dealer's  (Pre-packed  Milk) 
Licences,  A few  retail  shops  sell  sterilised  and  ultra  heat  treated  milk 
but,  in  the  main,  pasteurised  milk  is  the  grade  generally  sold,  10  new 
Dealer’s  (Pre-packed  Milk)  Licences  were  issued  during  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  samples  obtained  throughout  the  area  during 
the  year  was  44,  These  were  submitted  for  examination  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  St,  Lukes  Hospital,  Guildford,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  all  the  results  were  satisfactory.

ADULTERATION  OF  FOOD 


Mr.  J.A,  Palgrave  continued  to  act  as  Public  Analyst  to  the  Authority 
and  his  help  and  guidance  is  much  appreciated. 

During  the  year  under  review,  a total  number  of  71  samples  were  obtained 
and  submitted  for  analysis.  7 of  these  were  formal  milk  samples,  the  remaining 
64  being  informal  samples  of  various  foods. 

In  four  instances  it  was  necessary  to  write  to  manufacturers  regarding 
the  quality  or  labelling  of  their  product.
